Begin Vows Main Aim 


Is to Avoid a New War 


JERUSALEM, June 2 CAP).— 
Menahem Begin presented his 
cabinet to parliament today and 
pledged that his government's 
prime concern would be to pre- 
vent a pew war m the Middie 
East. 


Mr, Begin, taking over as prime 
minister after his Likud bles 
ousted the Labor alignment thet 
had ruled israe) for 29 years, 
also said thet U.S.-Israeli friend- 
ship would be the “firm founda- 
tion” of his government's policy. 

Mr. Begin renewed his call to 
leaders of Jordan, Syria and 
Egrpt to negotiate a “true peace.” 

His speech opened a session of 
the Enesset that was completed 
late tonight with Mr, Begin being 
sworn in as prime minister lead- 
ing a new government. 

Dayan Appoiniment 

About 200 persons demonstrated 
outside the Knesset against 
Likud policies, including promis- 
ed restrictions on the availability 
of abortions and the appointment 
of Moshe Dayan as foreign min- 
ister. Some demonstrated against 
the election of Samuel Flatto- 
Sharon, a financier wanted by 
France on fraud charges. 

The 63-year-old Mr. Begin gave 
formal notice to President 
Ephraim Katsir today that he 
would form a coalition cabinet, 

Tonight, Mr, Begin won 8 vote 
of confidence that formally gave 
him the mandate and was then 
sworn in as prime minister. 

“Our prime concern is preven- 
tion. of ἃ new war in the Middle 
East,” said Mr, Begin, “I call 
upon King Hussein, President 
[Anwar] Sadat and President 
[Hafez] al-Assad to meet with 
me—whether in our capitals or 
on neutral soil, in public or away 
from the spotlights of publicity 
—in order to discuss the sstab- 
Ushment cf trne peace betweru 
weir countries and Israel.” 

He cailed for “an end to the 
bloodshedding” and said if the 
plea was retused, “we shal! make 
8 note of the Arab intransigence.” 

‘A Negative Response’ 

But Mr. Begin said that an 
Arab refusal would not be new 
and that the five prime ministers 
of Israel who preceded him had 
repeatediy called for peace talks 
and met “ἃ negative response.” 

Mr. Begin, who stili hopes to 
broaden his cabinet with rep- 
resentatives of more moderate 
parties, avoided any tough 
pronouncements on the future of 
occupied Arab land. He spoke 
repeatedly of the Jewish right 


includes the occupied West Bank 
of the Jordan River. 

Mr. Begin asked for a one- 
year term of “moral credit” dur- 
ing which there woukl be “8 
national consensus” giving the 
new government time to launch 
its policies. 

Mr. Begin's coalition cabinet 
includes two religious parties— 
the National Religious party and 
the Agndst Israel. Along with 
Likud, the factions hold 61 of 
the 120 Knesset seats. 

Confidence Vote 

But two other Enesset mem- 
bers also promised to support 
Mr. Begm, and in the confidence 
vote tonight the tally was 63-53. 
Four members of the Enesset 
were absent for the vote. 

Ou foreign policy, Mr. Begin 
said, “We shall endeavor to 
deepen the friendship between 
ourselves and the United States" 
and that his government would 
work for “renewal of the friend- 
ship between Israel and France.” 

He said Israel also was interest- 
ed in “normalization” of rele- 


tions between Israe] and the 
Soviet Union. 

In his 30-minute speech, Mr. 
Begin listed his government's 
major guidelines: readiness to 
attend a Geneva peace confer- 
ence on the basis of UN Security 
Council Resolution 242, no solu- 
tions imposed from outside, Jew- 
ish settlement “in all parts of 
the homeland,” and direct nego- 
tiations for a “contractual and 
practical peace that will bring 
normalization.” 

He said Israeli law would not 
be extended to Judea and Sa- 
maria—the biblical] designations 
of the West Bank area—without 
Enesset approvai and that no 
such move would be made as

(Reuters!—A baboon’s heart 
was transplanted ints a hu- 
man today in a 10-hour oper- 
ation by Dr. Christian Ear- 
nard, Groote Schuur Hospital 
announced. The patient was 
not identified. . 

It was believed to be the 
first such operation. The organ 
was implanted into the chest 
next to the patient's heart in 
what Dr. Barnard described 
as a “piggyback” operation in 
March when he confirmed a 
Teport that he was ready to 
perform such surgery. He said 
then that the procedure would 
be used as a temporary device 
unti? « human heart became 
available for transplant. 


A hospital spokesman said 


that the baboon’s heart would 
assist the ailing heart of the 
patient, 


Over Reform Prevails 


“Watergate Was a mammoth 
example of everything that peo- 
ple considered to be wrong with 
politics,” Mr. Curtis said.

The discussions in Belgrade, 
conducted by ambassadors and 
their aides, are intended to lay 
the groundwork for the main 
part of the conference that is 
supposed to begin here about 
Oct. 1 at foreign-minister level. 

But if the preparatory phase 
fails to agree on an agenda in 
time, the main meeting could be 
postponed. perhaps indefinitely. 

According to an Ansilo-U.S, 
proposal submitted last week, the 
main meeting would first take up 
“a thorongh exchane: of views 
on the implementation of the 
Provisions of the [Helsinki] fmat 
act,” and then would discuss “the 
development of the process of 
détente in the future.” 

The Western proposal would 
establish commtittees to discuss 
implementation in three specific 
areas, or “baskets.” as they have 
come to be known—security. eco- 
nomic cooperation and bumani- 
tarian problems.

War Not Destroying Good Life

UMTALL Rhodesia. June 20 
(NYT!.—Anybedy who wonders 
what white Rhodesians are fight- 
ing for finds all the answers in 
this small town in the mountains 
along the Mozambique border. Its 
climate, setting and genteel com- 
Torts give it a quality that is ex- 
ceptional even by Rhodesian 
standards. 

“We've all been looking In our 
atlases to find somewhere we 
could go to. but none of us has 
found anywhere that offers any- 
thing approaching the kind of 
life we have here,” said Geoffrey 
Appleton, who runs the most suc- 
cessful building firm in town, 
Similar sentiments are voiced 
wherever a visitor goes, despite 
the growing pressures of the war. 

Twice last year the town was 
martared by black guerrillas fir- 
ing from sanctuaries beyond the 
high-vire fencing along the bor- 
der, There were no fatalities aud 
litt's property damage, but it was 
@ “larp reminder that Umtali, 
18 wiles southeast of Salisburr.

Before the mortaring, the army 
had established a new operation- 
al area, code-named Thrasher.

Weapons Common 


Otherwise, life in the town 
gees on much as before. The 
8500 residents commonly carry 
weapons in their cars if they 
venture out of town after dusk, 
and they can no longer cross the 
horder, which was closed by Mo- 
zambique's Marxist government a 
year ago in March. The more 
ended holiday trips to the coastal 
city of Beira and shorter excur- 
sions to the nearby town of Vila 
Manica. an old Portuguese settle- 
ment renowned for its wines and 
beer. 

“But these are relatively minor 
things, aren't they?” said Mrs, 
Doreen Stanbury, partner in a 
real estate firm on Main Street.

chose the town for many of the 
same ‘reasons that led Cecil 
Rhodes's pioneers to found the 
first settlement here in 1890—a 
perfect climate, temperate even 
in winter, an idsic landscape. 
and economic opportunities that 
offered a comfortable living. 

Even under the UN trade sanc- 
tions that followed the break 
with Britain in 1965, farmers 
prospered, growing crops of tobac- 
«ο. coffec, tea and fruit, Timber 
merchants. a paper mill and a 
car assembly plant also expand- 
ed. although the car plant switch- 
ed from British Leyland products 
τὸ Citroen and Datsun, which 
Still are produced in considerable 
numbers. 

A newly opened oi} refinery, 
however, closed in 1966 when a 
British naval blockade forced the 
Portuguese colonial authorities to 
seal off the pipeline from Belra. 
A more serious blow came nine 
mouths after a revolutionary 
black government tcok power in 
Mozambique in 1975, closing the 
border and with it the railway 
line that carried a large volume 
of sanctions-busting traffic from 
Beira. 

With the border closure. mi- 

gration from the town increased. 
Some said that only 500 have left, 
but Mrs. Stanbury, whose busi- 
ness is a sensitive barometer, said 
it was closer to 1.500. She said 
thal mos' were young couples 
with children heading for Sonth 
Africa or Britain. 

“If I had young children. I 
think I mignt do the same,” she 
said. citing the widespread fear 
here thai educational standards 
might fall under black rule. In 
principle, Prime Minister Tan 
Smith bas undertaken to transfer 
power to the black majority if 
terms can be worked out thet 
are satisfactory to the white mi- 
nority. 
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With the departures, about 
150 houses in the town and nu- 
merous small farms in the valleys 
nearby .are up for sale. often at 
prices 30 per cent or more lower 
than what they would have fetch- 
ed a few years ago before the 
war started in earnest. 

The municipal counci] recently 
approved completion of a 513- 
million sewage project and the 
last stage of a $7.2-million water 
scheme. “Why not?” said John 
Cochrane, the town clerk, who 
emigrated from Scotland. 

“Regardless of what govern- 
ment is in power, people will still 
need municipal services.” 

Mr. Cochrane scoffed at reports 
that Umtali was a beleaguered 
outpost. “All that stuff about 
people going around worrying 
about tomorrow. that's absolute 
rubbish.” he said. “Where are 
we going to run to? Where is 
there in the world where they 
don't have problems?”

“If you find him, please contact 
Uganda immediately,” Mr. Adrisi 
told the Nation, possibly in a 
tongue-in-cheek remark. 

Diplomatic sources confirmed 
that there had been a shooting 
incident Saturday near the spot 
that the Nation mentioned. But 
they had no confirmation that 
the incident involved Marshal 
Amin and said the area was also 
notorious for regular shooting 
exchanges between rowdy troops 
and civilians. 

Troop’ Presence 


These sources said there was 
an increased troop presence to- 
day in front of the Ministry of 
Information building, but other- 
wise the city was generally calm. 
A Source conceded. “It wasn’t the 
quietest weekend in Kampala.” 

An official at Marshal Amin’s 
Entebbe state house said the Na- 
tion report was inaccurate but 
added, “We do not know where 
the President is. I haven't seen 
him since Friday.”

revolution. How do you explain 
Casiro’s characterization: of the 
E‘biopian regime? 

A—Castro was misled. He 
doesn’t know Africa and is unin- 
formed sbout the grass roots. 
After all, the Ethiopians fooled 
the U.S. for years, so why 
Shouldn't Castro be misinformed 
after a brief visit [in March}? 
‘The Ethiopian reality is quite dif- 
ferent. Mengistu is 8. sick mind 
conducting bloodthirsty genocide. 
Ethiopia is neither Marxist not 
Leninist, neither Socialist nor 
democratic. They only know how 
to kill, 

Q—US, Ambassador Andrew 
Young recently suggested that 
the presence of Cuban military 
advisers may help to stabilize 
Ethiopie. How do you see the 
Cuban role there? 

A—Young is also misinformed. 
It is wishful thinking on his part 
and I don’t agree with him. 
You cannot stabilize anarchy by 
lending Support to those who are 
suppressing colonized people 
struggling for their freedom: 

Q—What are the Cubans doing 
here in Somalis? Are they still 
training your people's militia and 
the guerrillas of the Western 
Somali Liberation Front? 

A—They were never involved 
with the Somali freedom fighters 
in Ogaden. A handful of Cubans 
helped us with our own militia. 
But they have now left. 


Q The Western Somali Libera- 
tion Front (fighting for Somalian 
control of part of east Ethiopia] 
recently claimed credit for the 
sabotage of the Addis Ababa- 
Djibouti rail line, which carries 
8@ per cent of Ethiopla’s foreign 
trade. Why are you doing this? 

A—We are not responsible for 
the tactics of these Somali na- 
tlonslists fighting for their free- 
dom. We are helping them the 
same way we are helping free- 
dom fighters in Rhodesia—with 
limited means. But we are not 
going to invade Ethiopia. That's 
the kind of nonsense you read 
in sensational Western papers. 

Q—Is a compromise between 
you and Ethiopia over Djibouti 
still possible, and what shape 
would it take? 

A—Fhis idea comes from the 
same sick brain—Mengistu’s. Dji- 
bouti will be free and independent 
next week. How cam we impose 
3. compromise on a new sovereign 
nation? It will be up to the 
people of Djibouti to determine 
their future. We will accept 
anything they decide. 

Q—If Ethiopia is everything 
you say it is. how do you explain 
the fact that the Soviets have 
begun to give it massive military 
ald? 

A—It 1s a matier of interests. 
‘When the U.S. was evicted from 
Ethiopia, a vacuum was created 
and the Soviet Union filled it. 

Q-Are you interested in U.S. 
military aid? 

A—We have m0 proposals be- 
fore us. It would depend on cir- 
cumstances. What we now re- 
ceive from the Soviet Union is 
sufficient, 

Q—Is Somalia planning a joint 
venture with the Westinghouse 
Corp. to exploit what may be a 
large uranium deposit? 

A—It is under consideration.

The link between the drug and 
nerve damage was first made in 
Japan in 1970 after up to 30,000 
people among many more users 
there had suffered brain and eye 
damage. .The Japanese govern- 
ment banned the drug and the 
disorder, called SMON, (subacute 
myelo-optic neuropathy) disap- 
peared. In 1972 2 Japanese gov- 
ernment commission’ concluded 
that SMON was caused by the 
drug. 

Lancet said that in addition to 
Japan the drug had been banned 
in Norway and Sweden and that

tion basis only in West Germany. 
France, Denmark and Finland. It 
is freely available in Britain 
without stated warnings ebout 
hazards of brain and eye damage.

Polls Say Trudeau Could Win Election Now

OTTAWA, June 20.—Canadian 
Prime Minister Pierre Elliott Tru- 
deau, faced with three crises that 
might have driven other men out 
of office, has rebounded in the 
polls and now is in a command- 
ing position to retain his post 
through the next national elec- 
tion. 

The sudden realization that 
Quebec's separatists are im a posi- 
tion to crack Canada's federation 
has become a rallying cry for 
Mr. Trudeau's supporters. Many 
Canadians now look to the Prime 
Minister, 57, as the strongest ma- 
tional figure to iead them through 
a possible confrontation between 
Quebec and Ottawa: 

The second crisis is the econ- 
omy. There is grudging aware- 
ness that the government's wage 
and price controls, begun in 1975, 
are working. Canada’s inflation, 
which remained high after the 
US. rate declined, now is below 
8 per cent. 

Finally, Mr. ‘Trudeau’ drew 
favorable public opinion after his

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Socialism—Late Style 


There is a certain dramatic quality about 
the arrival of Leonid Brezhnev. newly seif- 
appointed President of the Soviet Onion, in 
France just as the Socialist perty congress 
ended. down svar the sea at Nantes. For 
what Leon Blum split asunder in 1920—~ 
French Socialists and Communists—Francois 
Mitterrand has joined together. And it re- 
mains to be seen whether this reunion will 
be any more successful than Mr. Blum'’s 
effort to do the same in the Popular Front of 
the 1930s and whether the alleged Eurocom- 
munism that prevails now in the Freneh 
party will be as submissive to Brezhnev as 
the Communists of Thorez and Duclos were 
to Stalin. 


The Socialists of Europe have had a 
checkered career since, as democrats, they 
split with the dictatorship of the proletariat. 
which the Communists carried into action in 
Russia. They heve done relatively well in 
the north of Europe. sa far as government 
office was concerned: less well. espectallr 
since World War ΤΙ, in France and Italy. and 
the world is watching their progress tn the 
Iberian Peninsula. The French and Italian 
association with Communists may have 
ehanged the latter more than it did the So- 
clalists. but the latter have their own 
problems, 

For one thing. like any party, they are 
pestered by differences between their right 
and left wings. Left-wing Socialists (espe~ 
elally in Britain and France) have a cu-~ 


riously nationalist aspect—evidently, they 
believe that only their own group. in their 
own land. ts to be trusted. And nationaliza- 
tion. which was once the prime goal of So- 


‘ialists everywhere, has come under suspi- 


cion because of the way it has worked, or 
failed to work. 


The German Sociaiists are not only eco— 
nomically moderate. they seem to be tending 
toward 2 new Kind of corporative state—by 
no means fascist. but seemingly based on col- 
laboration between unions and private cor- 
porations. under government control of sorts. 
It has xorEed quite well in terms of the West 
German economy. but the Socialists there 
are by no means in a very strong political 
position. The British Labor party—at least 
its governing right—seems to be adopting 
something of the same philosophy, Will the 
other Socialists do the same? 

If so. the alterations in dogmatic Social- 
ism will be as profound as those of dog- 
matic capitalism in the welfare state, For 
if Eurocommunists move toward democratic, 
rather than revoiutionary. action and So- 
cialists drift away from outright nationali- 
zation, the old warfare of rouge εἰ notr, the 
hard lines that separate the followers of 
Marx from those of Adam Smith, will be 
profoundly changed Socialism. new style, 
may well prove to be a matter of evolution. 
rather than revolution. and the politics of 
the industrialized countries will be accepted 
as part of a new order. 


Soweto: A Year Later 


‘The Soweto riots removed from all but the 
thickest South African minds the assumption 
that the country’s ruling white minority 
could somehow tough it out with its black 
majority without far-reaching change. But 
a year later, as black desperation and resis~ 
tance grows, it remains a question whether 
the pace of the change acceptable to the 
governing whites 16 sufficient to produce a 
tolerably nonviolent racial accommodation, 
The question is central, we submit. not only 
ta South Africans but to Americans. For 
American policy, as it now seems to be de~ 
veloping, rests on the premise that within 
South Africa there is Insufficient motive anc 
momentum for change and that. therefore. 
pressure must be applied by the United 
States. 


How does one judge? ‘The police banned 
the all-white, liberal, English-speaking Wit- 
watersrand University from inviting white 
and black moderates to speak at a Soweto 
anniversary rally on grounds that it was 
“not in the best interest” for white students 
to act in sympathy with blacks. Meanwhile, 
the all-white, conservative, Afrikaans-speak~ 
ing Stelienbosch University has decided to 
admit its first black students,

Tt js a very brief official visit that Mr. 
Brezhnev began today; the new Soviet chief 
of state will stay in France just under three 
days, It 15 also a very discreet visit, since 
he will limit himself to appearing in Paris.

Eurocommunism Before 1984? 


HT.—The West is usual- 

ly regarded as ἃ society 
oriented toward change, a society 
in which the final say rests with 
children and not fathers, in con- 
tradistinction to, say, many East- 
ern societies with their pursuance 
of permanence and their rever- 
ence for their elders. Not sur- 
prisingly, this orientation of the 
‘We: favors those political forces 


‘ which propose change—the forces 
- of the left, Whether their pro- 


posals are good or bad is another 
matter. 

The right, as a whole, offers 
only the preservation of what 
already exists, and instead of 
social and political changes has 
in mind only the maintenance 
or increase of economic growth, 
The politically thinking leader is 
being ousted more and more br 
the technocrat—a dangerous 
symptom demonstrating a lack 
of political prospects. 

The left. whom the “left-right” 
confrontation itself forces into a 
unity of a kind, is not in fact 
united. Left-democrats are 
sooner or later compelled to part 
company with left-wing totalitar- 
jans for whom the ides of equal- 
ity is transformed into the idea 
of uniformity as a sort of sur~ 
Togate for an equality that is 
unattainable in practice. How- 
ever, this watershed of the left 
ΤΌΠΟ no clear-cut course; and 
it is precisely here that the game 
of Eurocommunism is unfolding. 


It is-2 commonplace that the 


: aspiration toward greater democ- 


tacy and more independence from 
Soviet totalitarianism is both the 
essence of Eurocommunism, on 
the one hand, and, on the other, 
a tactical subterfuge. But whera 
does essence end and subterfuge 
begin? 


Two Criteria 

‘There exist, to my mind, two 
good criteria, for measuring the 
sincerity of the Eurocommunists, 

First, there is their attitude to 
opposition within their own party. 
If no opposition or free discus~ 
sion within the party is allowed, 
it seems highly unlikely that, 
when the party comes to power, 
it will tolerate any opposition at 
all outside its ranks either. At 
8 previons congress of the French 
Communist party. Politbura 
member Roger Garaudy was 
unanimously expelled for revi- 
sionism; at the latest congress his 
program was adopted just as 
unanimously but without any 
mention of his name. This is the 
kimd of vnanimity—umanimous 
rejection. and unanimous adop- 
tion of 8 program—that is most 
frightening of all. 

Second, there is the Eurocom~ 
munists’ attitude to opposition. in 
countries where Communist par- 
ties already hold power. The 
Italian Communist party. albeit 
with extreme caution, talks of 
the need for the observance of 
human rights in the USSR, 
But its newspaper has not pub~ 
lished a Single letter from Soviet 
dissidents in 10 years. although 
both Communists and non-Com~ 
munists from the U.S.S.R. have 
repeatediy appealed to it. When 
1 sent a letter to Unité in re-~ 
sponse to an article which had 
appeared about me. the editor in 
ebief of the paper replied that 
they only publish material ex- 
pressing the viewpoint of the 
Italian Communist party. 


Party Structure 
The coming to power of Euro~ 
communisis.in any Latin country 
Will bring about changes in the 
party itself, and these will most 
Hikely not favor its “Eurocom- 


whose apex aud base [ie. the 
leadership and rank and file 
together with the electors who 
vote for the party] are composed 
for the most part of Eurocom- 
munists with only 8 minority of 
Stalinists.

Oman Hurricane 
Kills at Leasi 50 


MUSCAT, Oman. June 20 (Reu-

THE HAGUE. June 30 (UPI'. 
—Duteh journalist Willem Olts- 
mans said last week that he has 
found a witness ready to identify 
the person who ordered the as- 
sassinatlon of President John F.

However momentarily, Ameri- 
cans are looking “for either vir- 
gins or ewmuchs” to lead them. 
said Mr. Graff, and the lesson of 
Watergate may be. “don't get 
caught with tapes." Nowhere, he 
said, does that seem more evident 
than in “the coward'’s branch of 
government,” the Congress. 

A predominant theme of these 
last five years was that Water- 
gate helped accelerate a reasser- 
tion of the constitutiona! role and 
authority of Congress. The Sen- 
ate and House adoptcd a new 
system to retain contro! of the 
budget process. They legislated 
limits on a president's capacity to 
involve the nation in armed con- 
flict. They passed measures open- 
ing up to public view the inner 
mechanisms of both executive and 
egislative branches. 

Atan Cranston, 
the Senate Democratic whip, sald 
the other dar, “we now have a 
wide-awake Congress, jealous of 
its powers and reasserting them.”

Seen Balanced, Healthy 


By Brendan Jones 


NEW YORK, June 20 (NYT). 
—The U.S. economy will continue 
8 balanced, healthy growth 
through this year and next, ac- 
cording to a i2-member panel of 
disti ed economists and 
business analysts set up for the 
mid-year economic forum of the 
Conference Board. 


In an apnual outlook assess- 
ment for the board, a private, 
non-partisan economic research 
group, the forum participants 
agreed that, while inflation and 
unemployment will remain trow- 
blesome, economic growth during 
the next year and a half is ex- 
pected to be broad-based and 
generally free of distortions. 


A report on the forum and the 
panel members’ forecasts were 
released over the weekend. These 
are some of the key projections 
of the panel for 1978: 


Φ Gross national product will 
rise to $2.09 trillion, up about 
$206 billion over 1977. 

@® Real output ‘after allowing 
for imflation) will rise 48 per 
cent, nearly matching the rise of 
5 per cent expected for this year. 

Φ Consumer prices will rise by 
6.2 per cent, compared with 65 
per cent in 1977. 

@ Wholesale prices will im- 
crease by 6.6 per cent, as against 
6.9 per cent this year. 

® Unemployment will average 
65 per cent, down from an es- 
timated rate of 7.1 per cent in 
1977 and 7.7 per cent in 1976, 

Ὁ Industrial production will in- 
crease 5.4 per cent, compared 
with 62 per cent this year. 

@ Corporate profits before taxes 
will reach $183.7 billion. a gain 
of 10.2 per cent over 1977. 

Edgar Fiedler, the Conference 
Board's vice-president of eco- 
nomic research, who was acting 
chairman of the forum and a 
member of the panel, commented: 

“Although many forecasting un- 
certainties remain, both domes- 
tically and internationally, sev- 
eral of the larger question marks 
that faced analysts just a few 
months ago have receded into the 
background without creating any 
lasting economic turbulence. 

“One of these was the economic 
disruption caused by the hor- 
rendous weather in January and 


Pebruary. which can now be seen 
as only a very temporary inter. 
ruption to the expansion of 
business activity.” 

Noting that reduced uncertain- 
ties had produced a close agree- 
ment by panel members in them 
numeric forecasts, Mr. Fiedler 
added that “no one questioned 
the direction of future economic 
activity,” or the expectation of 
an advance of about 5 per cent 
in 1977 and in 1978. 


U.S. Revises 
GNP Growth 


WASHINGTON, June 20 ‘AP- 
DJi.—The US. economy grew 
even faster in the first quarter 
than originally believed. the 
Commerce Department reported 
today. 

It said revised figures show 
that the real gross national prod- 
uct, the total output of goods 
and services adjusted for in- 
flation, increased at a 69-per-cent 
seasonalir-adjusted annual rate 
rather then the 44 per cent 
reported last month, 

The revised figures also show 
that corporate profits after taxes 
rose 5.1 per cent in the first 
quarter at ἃ §91.2-billion season- 
ally adjusted annua! rate. Previ- 
ously. the government had re- 
ported that first-quarter profits 
rose only 0.9 per cent. 

In explaining the upward revi- 
sion, the department said that 
the new figures “incorporate ad- 
ditional data on investment ine 
came from abroad.” 

In the fourth quarter of 1976, 
real GNP increased at a 2.6-per- 
cent annual rate. 

The department's initial report 
on first-quarter GNP showed a 
rise of 5.2 per cent and the first 
revision showed a 6,4-per-cent 
rise. 

The revised report also showed 
that the GNP inflation mdex 
rose at 8 5.7-per-cent annual rate 
in the first quarter, wp from 5.5 
per cent reported in the tirst 
revision last month. and very 
near to the 5é-per-cent rate 
reported in the fourth quarter 
of last year.

WIMBLEDON, England, June 
20.—The .Wimbiedon centennis! 
tennis championships opened to- 
day with sentiment and sensa- 
tion.
